Crowley, whose present five-year 
contract still has two years to run, 
already has taken his physical ex­ 
amination If accepted, he said he 
would be assigned to training naval

He would work under Lieut Com­ 
mander Thomas Hamilton, former 
Annapolis football star and coach. 
•‘As I understand it, the plan is 
to station several hundred aviation J 
students at each of several colleges 
and toughen them up with football, 
baseball, 
fencing,

and 
.similar sports,” Crowley 
said. 
"I 
have applied for one of the posts 
as director cf such athletics." 
Father Cannon declined to name 
the coach under consideration. He
